Today we picked up a paper 
and noticed where the college 
town of Ox ford, O., has launched 
a 
vigorous 
campaign 
against 
those who make U turns, and po­ 
lice will show no leniency 
to 
those who violate the signs that 
have b een placed. 
Then a headline in the Frank­ 
lin Star 
says: 
“Police 
Crack 
Down on Doub le Parking, T raf­ 
fic Violations.” There the m ini­ 
mum fine is $2. Perhaps it is in 
the air, b ut here is the first par­ 
agraph of the story: 
“Franklin 
police 
today 
de­ 
clared war on motorists who in­ 
sist on doub le parking on down­ 
town streets, and declared that 
b efore the arrival of summer 
there would b e positively no four- 
lane parking zones tolerated.” 
W hether the local situation 
was ironed out satisfactorily last 
night will not b e determined un­ 
til a trial has b een made. 
The plan is to have 56 limited 
parking 
zones 
estab lished 
in 
scattered areas of the b usiness 
district so that those who want 
to pull in and get merchandise 
or make deliveries will find a 
space a t any time within a reas­ 
onab le distance of where they 
want to stop. A ten minute stop 
will b e permitted. 
That means six cars can have 
access to each place within an 
hour and in all over 300 cars 
could change positions in that 
hour. If it is found that ten 
minutes is not long enough, a 15 
niinute limit would help.

Comes now the sad word that 
fried chicken may b ecome an 
ex pensive item this summer and 
b y nex t fall eggs and dressed 
poultry may b e b eyond the reach 
of the average household b udget 
unless there are wholesale re­ 
placements in poultry flocks. 
Poultry dealers and hatchery 
operators of the state see a defi­ 
nite shortage in farm flocks a t 
the present time and a survey 
has shown the Indiana situation 
to b e similar to that throughout 
the country. Various reasons, 
principally the high price and 
scarcity of feed and the low price 
levels of last year, b rought ab out 
b y general overproduction, are 
given for the nation-wide short­ 
age of drumsticks and wisfib ones. 
Many poultry producers, it is 
said, b ecame discouraged b y high 
feed prices resulting from con­ 
tinued drought and have failed 
to continue the large production 
which held prices a t an ex treme­ 
ly low level for five or six years.

New York, April 23 (#>)—J. Ed­ 
gar Hoovei, chief of the G-men, 
nemesis of criminals, paid his 
respects today to the nation’s 
newspaper pub lishers. 
They are cooperative, helpful, 
forthright and honest, he said 
and nothing would please him 
more than a front-page column 
n every newspaper in the Unit­ 
ed States giving the status of 
crime and criminals in the com­ 
munity. 
Speaking last night b efore the 
advertising b ureaii of the Amer- 
can Newspaper Pub lishers Asso­ 
ciation, Hoover, director of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation, 
praised the press in general for 
what he called its “cooperation, 
earnest assistance, 
forthright­ 
ness and honesty.”, 
He did add that “a small m in­ 
ority of the press” had b een “un­ 
witting parties” to the ob struc­ 
tion of justice through untimely 
articles.

ACTION BRINGS END 
TO 16-DAY STRIKE 


Vote Was Taken on Agree­ 
ment Drawn Up in Hep­ 
b urn’s Office. 


Oshawa, Ont., April 23 (A3)— 
General Motors of Canada strik­ 
ers voted today to go b ack to 
work Monday. The vote was 2,205 
to 36. 
Strikers thus b rought to an 
end their 16-day-strike for rec­ 
ognition of the United Automo­ 
b ile Workers as their collective 
b argaining agent. 
They won a wage increase and 
a cut in working hours. W hether 
the union ob tained recognition 
was disputed. 
The,vote was on an agreement 
drawn up yesterday afternoon in 
Premier Mitchell Hepb urn’s of­ 
fice. 


Oshawa, Ont., April 23 (¿P)— 
Striking General 
Motors 
em­ 
ployes were called today to vote 
cn final ratification of a plan, 
already approved b y union stew­ 
ards, to end the 16-day-Oshawa 
walkout without direct recogni­ 
tion of John L. Lewis’ committee 
for industrial organization. 
Approval of the pact was ex ­ 
pected to put the assemb ly line 
of the plant b ack into action 
Monday with the return of 3,700 
workers to their posts. 
The workers, men and women, 
leaded for the local armory this 
morning to pass on the plan first 
agreed on yesterday in the Tor­ 
onto office of Premier Mitchell 
Hepb urn who has b itterly op­ 
posed the C. I. O. and its leader, 
Lewis. 
Representatives , of 
General 
Motors of Canada and envoys 
rom 
the strikes, who relin­ 
quished their claim to represent 
C. I. O., met with the premier and 
few hours later, 300 union 
stewards added their unanimous 
approval of the scheme. 
If the whole b ody of employes 
accept the plan, company offi­ 
cials would sign an agreement 
“b etween General Motors of Can­ 
ada, LTD., and its employes.”

New Appropriations 
Suggested. 


SEVERAL SENATORS 
APPROVE THIS PLAN 


Senator Byrnes Says His Pro­ 
posal Would Balance 
the Budget. 


Washington, 
April 
23 
(jP)— 
Senator Byrnes (D., S. C.) was 
represented 
today 
as 
having 
strong support for his proposal 
for a flat 10 per cent cut in all 
19 38 appropriations. 
He said he had found “lots of 
sentim ent” for it among other 
memb ers of the senate appro­ 
priations committee. 
Byrnes, long an adm inistra­ 
tion spokesman on fiscal affairs, 
estimated his suggestion would 
slice another $400,000,000 from 
the 
19 38 
b udget. 
President 
Roosevelt’s revised b udget esti­ 
mates would leave $418,000,000 
deficit for the year. 
Byrnes earlier had announced 
a campaign to reduce nex t year’s 
relief fund from the $1,500,000,- 
000 recommended b y the presi­ 
dent to an even b illion. 
He said today the two pro­ 
posals, lopping $9 00,000,000 from 
government costs, would b alance 
the b udget “b eyond peradven- 
ture.” 
The South Carolina senator 
suggested congress order “a 10 
per cent reduction in all appro­ 
priations with the ex ception of 
fix ed charges such as interest, 
deb t retirem ent, veterans’ ad­ 
m inistration charges, and per­ 
m anent annual appropriations 
which cannot b e reduced.” 
“Departm ent ex ecutives should 
have discretion to the ex tent of 
of 10 per cent,” he added, “to 
transfer the cut from one b u­ 
reau to another inside their de­ 
partm ent, provided it did not 
affect the total cut for the de­ 
partm ent.” 
President Roosevelt’s attitude 
toward this drastic economy pro­ 
gram was not disclosed, b ut the 
chief ex ecutive told reporters re­ 
cently that congress m ight b e 
asked to give him authority to 
withhold part of the money ap- 
propiated to government units.

A. Gunn Haydon, president of 
the Rushville Chamb er <jf the 
Commerce, presided a t the ses­ 
sion and outlined a proposal for 
the facilitating of handling of 
automob iles in the city. 
This plan, worked out b y Mr. 
Haydon and W arder W yatt, calls 
for adoption of restricted park­ 
ing zones in the b usiness dis­ 
trict. Doub le 10-minute areas for 
parked automob iles in the down­ 
town section would b e marked 
out under this proposal. 
Two of these zones would b e 
laid out at each street and alley 
corner, making a total of eight 
restricted areas on each side of 
the street in the b usiness dis­ 
trict. 
Last summer, single zones in 
which only 5-minute parking

BOOM PSYCHOLOGY 
There is an ironical twist to the cu rcu mstance 
that, with 2,200,000 p ersons on WPA, and millions 
dep endent on relief in other forms, we are in 
the midst of a boom. The two seemingly irre­ 
concilable facts reflect the lop sided natu re of ou r 
recov ery from the dep ression. 
Ex istence of the boom is u ndeniable. Total 
steel comp any p ay rolls are now at the rate of 
$1,055,000,000 a y ear, highest lev el in the history 
of steel. Railroad freight and p assenger rev ­ 
enu es are sharp ly u p . Many steel p lants, u nable 
to keep abreast of orders, are being forced to 
ration cu stomers. 
Gains in p ay rolls and jobs, and considerable 
adv ance in the p u rchasing p ower of the nation 
is shown in a stu dy ju st comp leted by the Na­ 
tional Indu strial Conference Board. At the same 
time, p ay rolls in the cotton tex tile indu stry are 
higher than in 19 29 , hou rs shorter and emp loy ­ 
m ent rising rap idly . 
Nev ertheless, we still hav e millions who are de­ 
p endent u p on p u blic aid for the necessities of 
life, while cities, states and the national gov ern­ 
m ent stru ggle with the task of raising billions 
for their maintenance. 
This knowledge shou ld hav e a sobering effect 
u p on those with sp ecu lativ e instincts and who 
hav e been tou ched by the infection of a boom 
p hy chology — the knowledge of the u nemp loy ed 
and also the bitter memories of 19 29 , which saw 
the collap se of so many fond hop es and the a t­ 
tendant misery and desp air.
